PAY AS YOU GO 


If every man would adopt the cash system, 
pay for an article when he bought it—pay 
for a job when it was finished—pay fora 
paper when he subscribed for it, the commv- 
nity would be all the better off for it. ‘The 
credit system, as a general thing, is bad for 
all classes; particularly is it injurious to 
those who are engayed in mechanical pur- 
suits. We were talking with one of this 
class the other day, who was engaged on a 
piece of work: “If I could get my pay for 
this job when it is completed,” he said, “I 
could do it ten per cent., yes fifteen per cent. 
cheaper than what I shall charge for it. And 
for this reason,” he continued, “ when my 
work is done I shall have to wait three or 
four months for my pay. At the expiration 
of that time] present my ‘bill. My employer, 
perhaps, does not find it convenient at that 
time to pay the bill, and I am requested to call 
again, After waiting an unreasonable time I 
call anew. I don’t find him at his place of but 
business, or he may be short at the time, and- 
I am again disappointed. And so it may be 
over and over again, sudjecting me to 
a great loss of time which might have 
beeu profitably employed. In the meantime, 
[ am obliged to obtain credit. I get trusted 
for my stock. [ran up an account with the 
grocer, the butcher, the tailor, the shoe- 
maker, &c., paying an extra price for what 
I buy, for there is no man who will not sell 
at some discount for cash on the nail. 
When my bills are paid, I can pay what I 
owe ; but if my debtors disappoint me, my 
creditors have to suffer by thedelay. If my 
workmen were sure of getting their pay 
every Saturday night, they would work for 
considerable less per diem; but as it is, they 
have to get credited, or perhaps they take 
an “order,” and you know that an order is 
vastly different from a good bank bill or sil- 
ver dollar. The consequence is, they have 
to pay an extra price. You see how it 
works; there is an extra price charged all 
round. There is another evil attending this 
credit system. A man opens an account, 
His credit is good, and he finds he has but to 
order an article and he gets it. He is de- 
termined to live economically, and within 
his means. But when his bill is made out at 
the end of a given time; he finds that he has 
insénsibly run up a larger bill than he inten- 
ded. The balance is carried forward to a 


new account, perhaps, and he does not mind 
it much. But on the next settlement there 
is still a large balance. ‘Then come duns— 
then follow other accounts opened else- 
where—succeeded by other balances and oth- 
er duns, until the poor fellow is harassed to 
death, and can hardly hold up his head, asa 
man should, in walking the streets. Now 
all this vexation might have been avoided, if 
he had received his pay when it was due 
him. With the money in his pocket, he 
cou.d buy articles to suit him at a less 
price. He would look at his money twice 
before he let it go out of his hands; and he 
would closely calculate to make it hold out 
until the end of the week, buying only what 
he absolutely needed, so that when pay day 
came round, he would make both ends meet— 
more likely have a little fund in store for a 
wet day. 


“ You have no idea of all the evils of this 
abominable credit system,” said our friend 
who was quite earnest on the subject.—— 
“ Here is a little job I am doing now, worth 
perhaps fifty or seventy-five cents. Instead 
of getting my pay for it when it is finished, 
I shall propably betold tochargeit. Well,I 


charge it, and disliking to dun a man for so} 


small a sum, I let it run for some time, and 
then I have to go for my pay perhaps three 
or four times, Josing in time twice as much 


as what I charge for the work. The man for |. 


whom I am d8ing this will probably have 
his pocket full of change when he calls for 
it. If] knew he would pay when he took it, 
I snould only ask him fifty cents, for it is all 
that the work is honestly worth. But I 
know that he will not, and! shall charge 
him seventy-five cents without ary scruples, 
for the extra twenty-five cents will not pay 
me for the time and trouble I shall be at in 
collecting it. These men seem to forget 
that, to the mechanic, and all who obtain 
their living by labor, time is literally mon- 
ey. The merchantcan lose an hour or so 
without its affecting him; but time is our 
capital, and we cannot afford to waste it. 
Every unemployed hour is a dead loss to 
us. Very frequently men call on me to do 


& nine-penny job, for whom, in all proba- | ‘ 


bility, I may not do another cent’s worth of 
work during the year, and yet lam requested 
to ‘charge it.’ Weil, I have ‘charged’a 
thousand such petty jobs in my life, without 
a thought of collecting them, for they were 
not worth the time it would take to go after 
them. The whole system is a complete 
nuisance, and if I could only write as J think, 
I should like to give a series of articles on 
the subject. How much better now is the 
cash system. As svon as amechanic finishes 
his work his money is ready for him. He 
pays his men, and he and they pay their 
tailors, hatters, shoemakers, grocers, &c., 
&e., for whatever they buy. If an article at 
one shop or store does not suit them, they 
go toanother. There is an end to long and 
doubtful accounts—an end to living beyond 
your means. Everything is done on the 
square. And then, again, I tell you what 
it is, a man feels something like a man, who 
can walk the strects jingling a spare dollar or 
so in his pocket, knowing that he does not 
owe a cent in the world. He can take hold 
ofa job with a spirit and a will, which he 
is a stranger to who has to cut round corners 
and through by-streets to avoid meeting a 
dun. A man sleeps sounder of nights, and 
wakes up brighter and fresher for work in 
the morning, when he is free from debt, and 
knows that his labor will bring in the ready 
cash.” Something like this was the language 
employed by a mechanic the other day in 
our hearing, and we thought it would not be 
a bad idea to let our readers have the advan- 
tage of it—Poriland Eclectic.

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Garful Suggestions. 


TreatTMEnt oF Dearxess.—One of the la- 
test efforts to restore toa deaf car its origin- 
al functions, consists in applying a cup that 
fits closely to the side of the head, round the 
outer car, and exhausting it with an air 
pump. A common cupping apparatus an- 
swers every purpose, provided the glass will 
fit so as to prevent the ingress of atmospheric 
air under the edge. In a variety of cases, 


tion till a new sensation is felt, something 
like extreme tension in the lining membrane 
of the meatus externus, is represented to 
restore the organ to its normal state.— 
Under such circumstances the theory of the 
remedy is, that deafness results from an im- 
poverished flow of cerumen, in consequence 
of the inertia of the excretory ducts ; and by 
taking off the atmospheric pressure, their 
proper fluid oozes out upon the tube and in- 
stantly modifies the condition of the me- 
chanism, exterior to the drum. Having 
thus been roused from a state of torpor and 
suspended activity, they continue afterwards 
to act with energy. If they subsequently 
fall partially back to their abnormal condi- 
tion, the pump must be re-applied, as occa- 
sion may suggest. As there is no witchcraft 
about it, and almost every practitioner has 
a breast-pump or similar contrivance, by 
which an experiment could be made, and 
there being no hazard attending it, it may be 
worth a trial, and it is very possible that 
one out of a dozen cascs might be essential- 
ly benefited by this simple operation. 


Porsonous Bires.—Tie a bandage tight'y 
around the limb, a little way above the point 
of injury, and only so tightly that it shall fa- 
vor but not stop the bleeding. Wash with 
warm water, and place one end of a large 
quill over the wound and keep sucking at 
the other which will produce a vacuum, and 
act as acupping glass. Do this until the 
surgeon arrives and you have probably 
saved a life. 

Few .people, however, can do this, and 
snake bites cannot be treated in this way. 
They should be treated as above directed by 
tying the limb, then a piece of tobacco chew- 
ed and laid on the wound is always on hand 
with most people, or some strong whiskey. 
For poisonous bites there have been a great 
number of remedies suggested ; one thing 
should at once be done, tie the limb above 
the wound as fast as possible, and squeeze 


out the wound.

TAKE CARE OF your Watcu.— Wind your 
witch as nearly as possible at the same hour 
every day, Be careful that your key is in 
good condition, as there is much danger. of 
injuring the mechanism, when the key is worn 
or cracked, there are more mainsprings and 
chains broke through a jerk in winding, than 
from any other cause, As all metals con- 
tract by cold and expand by heat, it must be 
manifest that to keep the watch as nearly as 
possible at one temperature, is a necessary 
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stantly as possible in one position—that is, 
if it hangs by day, let it hang by night 
against something soft. The hands of a 
chronometer or duplex-watch, should never 
be set backwards,—in other watches this is 
of no corisequence. The glass should never 
be opened in watches that set and regulate 
at the back.- On regulating a watch, should 
it be fast, move the regulator a trifle toward 
the slow, and if going slow, do tlie reverse. 
You can not move the regulator too slightly 
or too gently at a time, and the only incon- 
venience that can arise is, that you may have 
to perform the duty more than once. 


Re RAL ArcuitEctuRE.—A house, for in- 
stance, isa thing to live in—not a thing to 
be looked at ; and we go against any sacrifice 
of comfort, or convenience, for the sake of 
mere show. We have yet to learn that it is 
expedient to spoil the chambers of a house, 
for the sake of a severely gothic roof; or 
that expensive verandahs are more important 
than a good kitchen, and large, and well: 
ventilated bed rooms: 

The great object in choosing a plan for 4 
dwelling, or other building, is to combine a 
good degree of architectual beauty with the 
accommodation wanted, and to adapt the 
whole to the purpose in view. Much de- 
pends on having the building adapted to the 
place where it is to stand, and distantly ex- 
pressive of the idea of the builder. Want of 
attention to this point betrays a want of 
taste, and should be guarded against. A 
man about to build a house, and applying 
to an architect for a plan, should insist upon 
having him visit the spot where itis to stand ; 
and if the architect shall attempt to draw 
the plan and elevation, without reference to 
the locality, he may be set down as one 
who is deficient, as regards a knowledge of 
his business. The nose of the author of 
these suggestions is a very respectable affair 
on his face—but anywhere else it would 
be abominably out of place. While, there- 
fore we are inclined to give the preference to 
certain styles of rural architecture, we are 
not in favor ofa monstrous uniformity.

A large and enthnsiastic mecting of the citi- 
zens of Charleston, favorable to.the nomination 
of Prerce and Krxe was held in Charleston on 
Wednesday evening last. The meeting was 
presided over by Hon. W. D. Porter, assisted 
by thirty-three Vice-Presidents. The tullow- 
ing Resolutions, reported by a committee of 
Jifty, were uoanimously adopted : 


Resolved, That the Democratic party of the 
Union has presented-to the country a nomina- 
tion for President and Vice President of the 
United States, which makes it the duty of the 
advocates of Southern Rights throughout the 
Southern States, to support that nomination. 

Resolved, That approving the nomination of 
Franklin Pierce for the Presidency. and William 
R. King for the Vice Presidency of these United 
States, we will earnestly engage in all proper 
efforts to insure the success of their election. 

Resolved that a Committee of fifty be appoint- 
ed for the purpose of corresponding With the 
Democrats in this State, who are prepared to 
unite with us in this effort, and of adopting such 
other measures as may be necessary for the suc- 
cess of this movement. 


We append the remarks cf the gentlemen who 
addressed the meeting, as reported in the Charles- 


ton papers : 

“Mr. Porter on taking the Chair, expressed his 
hearty concurrence in the object of the meeting. 
Though South-Carolina had not sent delegates 
to the Baltimore Convention, not choosing to 
commit herself to every thing that Convention 
— do-—still she held herself ready to approve 
and sustain the nomination, in case it approved 
satisfactory to her. Such had been. the result. 
The Convention had presented candidates in 
every way worthy the warn support of South 
Carolina. Franklin Pierce weuld have been 
the man of her choice. He was no office-seeker 
—no trimmer for popular favor. His tastes were 
rather for private life, and he forsook them only 
at the call of his country. He was of the strict- 
est sect of the Republican school—that Levi 
Woodbary and the Democracy of New Hump- 
shire; and though by a corrupt coalition that 
noble State had for a time been subjected to 
other influences, yet, under the leadership of 
Franklin Pierce. she was now rescued from the 
disgraceful thraldom, and once more rallied un- 
der the true baunerofthe Democracy. It had 
been said he once stood up for Abolition pe- 
titions. This was fulse, and the record will 
prove it. A thorough examination otf all his 
votes and ches, would show that he never 
was in favor of receiving Abolition petitions ex- 
cept to lay them on the table without printing, 
referring or taking any action upon then. 

Of Mr. King, it was not necessary to say any- 
thing. He was the cherished son of a Southern 
sister, was known to us ull, and the Senate in 
electing him as its President, bad only anticipa- 
ted the verdict of the people. 

Mr. Macbeth, in support of the resolutions, 
said they met his hearty approval, and he was 
satisfied they would be well received by the De- 
mocracy there gathered. Ile was as much op- 

as any, to all presidential scrambles, but 
when the Democrats in Convention nominated 
the right men, we were always ready to res- 
pond—we were bound to do su—it encouraged 
them to do right, and gave an impulse to the 
policy of the South. 

The man they now present is of the school 
we admire ; his whole life had been true to the 
Constitution, aud even his enemies charged him 
with being more strict than Mr. Calhoun. He 
was always foremost in opposition to our enemies, 
and whilst he was not willing to allow them to 
charge thé issue before the country, and ba3¢ 
their cause on the right of petition, he was read 
to adopt any measure that might area wy 2 
the reprobation of the country, the disturbers of 
its peace. 

Col. Memminger seconded the resolutions. 
They would meet a hearty response everywhere 
in the South. He remembered the many of them 
had met in this Hall before, during a time of 
high excitement. Some had rallicd there under 
one banner, and ethers under a different one, 
but all had io view the same objects—the honor 
and interests of the country. Such was their 
object now. The people of the State had been 
divided as to the mode of redressing our grievan- 
ces, whilst those of the Southern States had dif- 
fered from both parties.in this State. They 
think that our wrongs may be rcdressed in the 
Unior, tat there is a conservative party at the 
North upon which the South can rally, and 
which will sustain the Constitution. Ji was due ‘ 
to those States, that we shuuld give tlicir measure 
a fair trial. Let us lay aside our measures upon 
which we were divided, and unite with them in 
their measure. If it succeeds, then we have all 
we want, without the fierce struggle which we 
have proposed to ourselves. If we fail, then we 


shall be free to consult our own measures, and 


will have established a fair claim to the co-opera- 
tion of the other Southern States. 

In conclusion, Cul. Memminger desired to 
acknowledge the kindness and favor of his fellow 
citizens“who had calied him to their service for 
sixteen years. During that time he had en- 
deavored to serve them faithfully. Some of his 
acts must have offended individuals, but they 
have been received in the-spirit of forbearance. 
Now he was disposed to retire from public ser- 
vice. He felt that all he was, and all he had. 
were theirs, and should a time again come when 
his services would be necessary to them, he 
would be ready to assume any burden they 
might put upon him. He hoped that time woyld 
never come ; but if it should, until then he must 
be permitted to retire. 


Mr. Magrath said he was proud of the oppor- 
tunity which was offered him of pledging him- 
selfto enter heartily into the contest-for Pierce 
and King. He believed it to be his duty, and 
the duty of the State to do so. Pierce was a 
man ever true to her principles, firm and con- 
sistent in maintaining the rights of the whole 
country. ‘Though he knew that opposition, 
hatred, and abuse must necessarily attend his 
course, he did not stop to consider these, but 
siood up boldly and on all occasions, for the 
rights of the whole country. And even now, 
the enemies of the South, from the East and 
West, are plotting together, how they may op- 
pose andinjure him. ‘The abolitionists and free- 
soilers are rallying their forces, and preparing 
for the contest. And shall we, when our friends 
are beset and sore oppressed, beenuse they are 
our friends, shall we in that hour look on coldly 
and w th indifference ? and say, we cannot oppcse 
you, but our consistency aud dignity require 
that we give you but a cold, reluctant support. 

What would you say of a man in private life, 
who, after receiving the friendly offices of a 
companion who had encountei ed opposition and 
abuse in defending him, should turn and say, 
when that friend required his support, “ I will 
give it, but | do so reluctantly, because | huve 
no other choice.” Would it not be more digni- 
fied. manly, and generous to respond promptly 
‘o his call with u cheerful spirit and a ready 
band?

Many of us couutry citizens, and dwellers in the 
Mesopofamia of Broad and Catawba Rivers, if 
condemned to live for a space in your village, 
would eagerly embrace every opportunity ex- 
tended by the liberality of a R. R. Company, to 
leave home even for a day. and take a sip of the 
Catawba, or look at something natural and great, 
even a bridge. 

We acquiesce therefore, in the propriety of 
such invitations directed to you, and hope all our 
villagers, (inclading the Editor, who is ex-officio 
historiographer to all such expeditions,) will 
take every opportunity of going out to see scen- 
ery and hedgewood—to look on rocks without 
being compelled to drink rock-water or stumble

concemn bridgework,‘and boys eager to dip their 
hvoks in the Catawba. It is respectfully svlici- 
ted, Mr. Editor, that the following questions be 
answered by competent authority, in order to 
satisfy public attention, which is now wonder- 
fully excursive, in reference to such topics. 

What constitutes an extra train? Who lays 
and fires the said train? Is said train ever at- 
tached to a truin of circumstances? If so, who 
is conductor? What is scenery, and what the 
great distinction between natural and theatrical 


scenery? If going 24 miles constitutes a Rail 
Road excursion, what is a Rail Road digvession ? 


Does the proposition to carry passengers for 
‘one fare” limit male travellers to one ward, 
or sweetheart, or does it imply that on other oc- 
casions the Road charges two prices? If man’s

eeenncentdlipGiGpreanene 
Fatal Affray. 


Our city was yesterday the scene of a serinus 
and iatal affray, between Mr. Robert Leckie, 
roprietor of the Umbrella Manufactory, 179, 
‘ing-street, and Mr. Augustus Hall, bookkeeper 
at the Dry Goods establishment of Mr. Bancroft, 
the affair resulting in the death of the former. 
The circumstances leading to this sad result 
were as follows: On the previous day, (Sun- 
day,) a perty of gentlemen, among whom was 
Mr. Leckie, were engaged in a gume of quoits 
at one of the popular resorts near the city. Mr. 
Hall refused to join the party upon the ground 
that Mr. Leckie was no gentleman. 

A personal attack was threatened by Mr. 
Leckie, who threw off his coat, Mr. Hall seizing 
a loaded whip to repel the assault. The affair 
was, howover, interrrupted by parties present, 
when Mr. Hall informed Mr. Leckie that he 
could have any satfsfaction he wanted by calling 
at his store the next day. On the following 
morning, (yceterday,) a friend of Mr. Leckie’s 
called upon Mr. Hall, who refused any satis- 
faction through a personal encounter ; where- 
upon that gentleman declined any further con- 
nection with the affair, telling Mr. Leckie that 
he must be prepared fur hostile measures in the 
event of any determination on his part to push 
the matter further. Mr. Leckie thereupon 
armel himself with one of Allen's revolvers, and 
called at the store in which Mr. Hall was em- 
ployed, who being armed with one of Colt’s six- 
burrelled revelvers, accompanied him until they 
reached Beaufain-street, down which they turn- 
ed about twenty yards, taking position on oppo- 
site sides. When about five or six paces apart 
they both immediately drew, and commenced 
firing. At the second round the ball of Mr. 
Hall took effect on the right side of his adver- 
sary, inflicting a mortal wound. Mr. Leckie 
staggered into the store of Mr. DeLand, at the 
corner, proclaiming himself wounded, but went 
again to the door and fired another shot at Mr. 
Hall, who ineffectually returned it, the ball 
striking the brick-wurk at the edge ofthe door. 


Mr. Leckie was conveyed into the store of Mr. | 


De Land, where. in the course of fifieen minutes, 
Le expired. 

A Coronor’s Jury was held by Magistrate 
Rhett, the decision of which was as follows . 
‘That, in Beaufain-street, on the 14th, froma 
wound inflicted on the right side of the abdo- 
men hy a ball discharged from a revolver in 
the hands of Augustus Hall, the said R. P. 
Leckie died immediatcly.” 

Thus hus our city again been made the scene 
of one of those disgraceful proceedings so cal- 
culated to affect its general reputation for order 
and quietness. Independent of the influence of 
such examples, the security of the citizen calls 
for some active measures on the part of those 
entrusted with its welfare against such unwar- 
rantable and lawless proceedings.—So. Stan- 
dard, 15th inst.
